University  Extension  Courses. 

^Several  such  courses  are  proposed  in  connection  with  the  Library  during  the 

Each  ^course  will  consist  of  a dozen  lectures,  accompanied  by  collateral  read- 
ing, and  concluded  by  theses,  for  those  who  wish  to  prepare  them.  It  will  thus  be  adapted 
(1)  for  those  who  have  time  merely  to  attend  the  lectures,  (2)  for  those  who  have  time  for 
more  or  less  reading  in  connecting  with  them  and  (3)  for  those  who  have  time  and  interest 
to  pursue  the  subject  in  completeness  as  a study.  There  will  be  printed  syllabi,  Avith  refer- 
ences to  collateral  reading.  And  the  books  referred  to  will  be  set  aside  in  the  Libmri/  for 
the  especial  convenience  of  those  pursuing  tlie  courses ; new  books,  or  additional  copies  of 
standard  books  being  purchased  to  meet  their  needs.  The  lectures  will  take  place  once  a 
week,  on  Friday  evenings,  in  the  Meeting  Room  of  the  Library.  To  cover  expenses  a fee 
of  two  dollars  will  be  charged  for  each  course  of  ten  or  twelve  lectures. 

The  following  courses  are  proposed  for  the  term  beginning  October  17th  or  24th:-  (A) 
“Rise  and  Development  of  English  Literature  from  the  6th  Century  to  the  reign  of  Henry 
VIII, ’’  conducted  by  Prof.  Geo.  E.  McLean,  of  the  State  University;  (B)  “International  Re- 
lations,” conducted  by  Prof.  W.  W.  Folwell,  of  the  State  University.  Later  in  the  winter:  (C) 
Some  second  course  in  English  Literature;  and  (D)  Some  period  of  English  history,  or  (E) 
“The  Nineteenth  Century  since  the  Congress  of  Vienna:”  lecturers  to  be  hereafter  announced. 

Course  A needs  no  explanation.  Course  B will  take  up  the  theory  of  international  rights 
and  obligations,  and  the  principles  of  international  intercourse  as  developed  by  convention, 
etc.  It  will  thus  form  a natural  preface  to  the  subsequent  course  on  the  “Nineteenth 
Century,”  which  will  necessarily  involve  the  practical  adjustment  of  international  relations 
to  their  present  status. 

Before  definite  arrangements  can  be  entered  into  for  any  of  the  courses,  the  Library 
Committee  must  know  how  many  persons  desire  to  pursue  them.  Applications  will  now  be 
received  for  courses  A and  B above.  Application  blanks  will  be  found  at  the  Library  at 
the  Bar  Association  Library,  at  C.  D.  Whitall’s  Bookstore,  and  at  the  High  Schools  (Cen- 
tral, North,  Adams  and  Winthrop).  No  course  will  be  undertaken  for  which  there  shall  be 
less  than  40  applicants. 

The  arrangements  for  the  courses,  and  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  them,  require  that  applications  should  be  filed  at  once.  They  may 
oe  sent  by  mail,  to  the  Librarian.
